In 1994 the Live-in-Caregivers Program (LCP) was identified as a component under the Levels Plan and 
was introduced to replace the Foreign Domestic Movement (FDM), previously these immigrants were 
counted as Independents. The total landings of FDM and LCP, in 1992, 1993 and 1994, were 4,610, 
7,878 and 5,082 respectively. In 1994, 4,701 were reported under the LCP, 298 were landed under the 
Independents Class and a small number landed under other classes.

Other FDMs and LCPs landed under 
the Independent Class. Individuals participating in the LCP can apply for landing after working in 
Canada for two years while possessing a temporary employment authorization. In the future all FDM 
and LCP landings will be reported as one group.

The Independent Class accounted for 18.9% of overall immigration, with 41,592 landings.

Prior to 1993, Assisted Relatives required sponsorship by a Canadian citizen or a 
Permanent Resident in order to qualify as immigrants. In February of 1993, the criteria for 
qualifying as an assisted relative were revised. At the same time, the sponsorship 
requirement was dropped. This resulted in a change in definition so as to include those 
with relatives in Canada and not, as was formerly the case, only those who were 
sponsored by those relatives.

Component amounted to 26,950. Under the Levels Plan over 61% of Assisted Relatives 
Principal Applicants were destined to Ontario in 1994 - 21.8% to British Columbia - and 
2.8% to Quebec.

Student authorizations granted to community college and university students are usually valid 
for the entire duration of the program. They are also granted to dependents of temporary 
workers. In 1994, 79,976 student authorizations were granted - over 51% went to students 
from the Asia-Pacific region - 15.8%to those from Africa and the Middle East - and 15% to 
students from Europe. Over 44% of the students were destined to Ontario - 23.3% to British 
Columbia - and 15.7% to Quebec. 


Temporary employment authorizations are issued to foreign workers whose skills are in short 
supply, or who can provide significant economic or other benefits. They are also issued for 
humanitarian reasons, such as to refugee claimants and to persons awaiting landing within 
Canada. In 1994, 172,852 temporary employment authorizations were issued - over 28% went 
to workers from the Asia-Pacific region - 26.2% to those from the U.S.A. - and 16.6% to 
workers from Europe. Among the temporary workers, 28.3% were destined to Ontario - 9.7% 
to British Columbia - and 8.7% to Quebec.
